A racial disturbance eoamenced in York, Pa., 
on July 17, 19 S9.

On July 21, 1969, the department received informa- 
tion that a colored woman had been shot on North Newberry 
Street at approximately 9: IS p.m.

the identity of the person or persons who shot Mrs . Allen . 

He advised that he would be happy to advise of any new 
developments in this matter as they might occur .
